Congress on or bout July 1. Word 


^_ reached the House that the Senate 


leaders had reached a tentative under- 
standing to that effect. The general 
interpretation of such a move was that 
Cuban reciprocity would be abandoned 
The House leaders say that taey will 
be ready to adjourn July 1 with Cu- 
ban reciprocity out of the way. So 
far as this session is concerned, Cuban 
reciprocity is dead.

sion which begins next December. 


This is a position which both re- 


ciprocity and beet sugar men can take

Senate to indorse a treaty, so that it 
would be even less difficult to de- 
feat the President's plans in Decem- 
ber than at present. Nothing less it 
would enable the Republicans to get 
together after a fashion until after 
the^ congressional 
elections.

now they are pulling in half a dozen 
different directions and the men who 
are to have charge of the campaign 
are greatly disturbed. 


The whole aim now seems to be to 


have something resembling harmony, 
and that this may be gained every- 
one seems willing that Cuba for the 
time be left out ol the question.

Manilla, June 17.—The bodies of the

Tke arrival <af a vessel laden with 


supplies from a precipitately generous 
gpvenuneflt in -the roadstead of a city 
reported to 1>« harboring thousands ef 
destitute, terrified refugees is usually 
provocative of jrrent intprpst. if not of 
excitement, but the United States 
cruiser Dixla. bearing 1,230 tons of 
stores for the stricken of Martinique, 
caoio to anchor In the harbor of Fort 
de France the other morning, and au 
excursion etcumer would, no doubt, 
have aroused as much apparent com- 
motion ashore as she, writes the New 
iork Evening Post's special corres- 
pondent under date of May 21. 


This is not to charge the people of 


Fort de Trance \\ith ingratitude uor to 
say an un!;iud thing of one of the 
quaintest, laziest spots in the West 
Indies. It is simply a commentary up- 
on the languor into which those living 
south of latitude 14 north lapse two 
miniues after an event occurs and, in- 
cidentally, upon certain errors of com- 
putation as to the number of refugees 
''crowding into Fort de France." 


Whcn'the health officer, a very small 


man iti a very large white helmet, 
came aboard the Dixie, we learned 
that there had been an eruption of 
Mont Telee in the morning of the day 
before," that ashes and stones had fall- 
en in Fort de France and that the peo- 
ple, including the refugees, had beeu 
in panic. 


These were the people we had come 


to help, to feed and clothe and shelter; 
these were the people for whom imme- 
diate assistance was necessary, to 
whom emperors and kings were send- 
ing money. It was great satisfaction 
to us— though we, as newspaper corre- 
spondents, were not absolutely neces- 
sary to the success of the expedition— 
that our ship had come upon the scene 
with holds filleJ with food, clothing, 
medical stores and {cuts and could be 
of prompt and practical aid to the suf- 
ferers. 


The first blow came when one of the 


newspaper men asked some one in the 
doctor's party what stores were needed 
ashore- for those who had" fled south- 
ward from the region about Pelee. The 
answer was that Fort de France had 
stores sufficient to maintain them for 
six months. The second blow was de- 
livered by a waterman, a black, who 
earne off shore in his narrow ram 
prow dugout with fresh milluand bread 
for sale. 


The Dixie had cast anchor at C 


o'clock or thereabout, while the church 
bells ashore were ringing the -Angeius^- 
one imagined it a sort of benediction 
upon our coining— and many of us had 
pictured the pellinell eagerness with 
which the natnes would welcome the 
expedition and its tons of foodstuffs. 
But Fort de France is too old, too lan- 
guid, as we soon learned, to rouse itself 
out of its somnolent groove. 


The shore line was dotted with peo- 


ple (we could almost see their hungry, 
pager faces) and the cable had just 
ended its noisy journey through the 
hawse pipe when the shore boats 
swarmed alongside. Instead of "eager 
| appeals for food, the one cry of these 
bonlmen \rar-. "Go ashore now, sir." in 
uncertain English, to the accompani- 
me'nt of a brown hand waved toward 
the ciry. 
.After the health officer had gone 
overside we did go ashore, and any 
illusions we may have had as to re- 
joictog cner the coming of the Dixie's 
provisions were dispelled by the horde 
of beggars which made every moment 
of our day in Fort de France a running 
light. 'Any attempt to^make the horde 
understand that the .American warship 
in the harbor had come with food and 
clothing for all— free, not to be paid 
for. ,1 gift— was amazingly unsuccess- 
ful in awakening the looked for rejoic- 
ing. It may have been the bad French 
in which the news was conveyed— 
whatever it was it did not lessen one 
iota the native's desire to carry one^s 
camera, to show one the way to the ho- 
tel. the cafe, the cable office, the place 
where panama hats were to be bought 
—in fact, to do anything in the expecta- 
tion of the rewarding sou. 


We recalled what we had been told 


of the panic of the morning before, of 
the ram of ashes and stones— piles of 
ashes in the streets were pointed out 
to us in substantiation— and of flie 
headlong flight of many into the sea 
to swim to safety, and it must bt? 
said that for people who had suffered 
uud done these things only twenty-four 
hours before the natives of Fort de 
France were the happiest, laziest, most 
reposeful lot this correspondent has 
ever seen. 


One of the first and most natural in- 


quiries made by the correspondents 
was as to the whereabouts of the ref- 
ugee?, the thousands "crowding into 
-Fbrt de France." 
This person an- 


swered that some of "them 'were ia the 
city, many just on the outskirts; that 
person said they were coming in every 
day, that tllcre were hundreds of them 
"over there"— a wide sweep of the 
hand toward the bills behind the city— 
and that La Pelee was angry again. 


All this vsas, to say the least of it, 


surprising in view of the haste with 
which the Dixie had been loaded and 
dispatched to Martinique. 


In the main street of the town was 


the Grand Hotel de 1'Europe and across 
the way a little pavilion cafe, where- 
in a score of Frenchmen, ofHcers anc 
civilians, were taking their ease over 
variously colored beverages In deep 


passes. They were talk :::: of the vol- 
cano, to be sure, and of the arrival of 
the Dixie, but It was not in the tone 
we had expected. There was no lack 
of gratitud? that the cruiser had 
brought relief. It was accepted later 
by the acting governor and the mayor 
with utmost grace, but the city seemed 
to accept its fortunes and misfortunes 
with a complacency not quite French. 


Early in the forenoon Captain Berry 


of the Dixie and Captain Gallcgher of 
the commissary department of the ar- 
my made formal visits to the city ofii- 
cials, which were prompt!} returned, 
and arrangements"^ ere made for land- 
ing the cruiser's stoie^. Cargo ports 


re^ then flung1 'wide, a little green 


and black launch from the French 
cruiser Suchet came alongside with 
lighters, and the work of breaking out 
the stores was begun. 


From tbisnttme until th* 'Dixie 


suraiucii away ,to Bt. N niceui viie ae\\ b- 
paper correspondents heard scores of 
conflicting stories about the landing of 
the supplies. The oflicers of the Dixie 
and the army officers aboard her, 
whose position as national representa- 
dves was now e^en more marked, 
heard nothing, knew nothing, said 
nothing; they left these matters to the 
correspondents with the stereotyped 
statement, "You see we are getting the 
stuff ashore as rapidly as can be ex- 
pected." 


While this was true, it was no ex- 


pression of opinion as to possible or 
expected celerity in unloading. We had 
tieard that a great nuraber of blacks 
liad been promised to do the unload- 
ing and that when time came for han- 
dling the cruiser's stoics only a hand- 
ful of the blacks icported for duty. 
We had heard also that the working 
blacks had struck for higher pay and 
that considerable trouble was expe- 
rienced ashore in getting the supplies 
stored. But no one "knew" of these 
things; no one on the ship had heard 
of trouble, and ashore any inquiries 
about it were met -nitli gestures of 
amazement It was impossible [shoul- 
ders shrugged] ; there were the lighters 
loadiug, coming ashore, unloading— 
what more [arms extended horizontal- 
ly] ? It was no easy thing to work in 
such heat [brow mopped with a per- 
fumed handkerchief]; you shall see. 
you shall see [a smile and a bow with 
liand pressed to breast], and do you go 
to St. Vincent? 


All day long the bluejackets have 


been toiling in the steaming holds. We 
are to put ashore here about 500 tons 
of stores, and -among these will be cod- 
fish (an unpleasant ship'mate through- 
out the Dixie's- voyage), rice, hardtack, 
baking powdep, bacon, flour, sugar, 
tinned milk,- ^reserves, tents, axes, 
Shovels, spades., hats, suits of clothing 
for men, wrappers and underclothing 
for women, slides for each, medical 
stores, needles; thimbles and thread. 
We are told -that all these will have 
been taken out by noon tomorrow and 
that inimediatiry thereafter we are to 
weigh anchoMind get under way for 
Kingstow-ii. S%t Vincent, there to un- 
load the remainder of the stores.

Advertising. 


Every merchant should advertise, 


that is, if he- desires to increase his 
business and I presume that he is in 
business to make money. I ddn'f be- 
lieve there are any merchants in New- 
ark that are in business just for their 
health; at least I have never heard of 
any of them. There is no reasonable 
excuse why a business man or mer- 
chant should not advertise in some 
way or other. 


There are several ways by which 


one can advertise his business and in- 
crease his" trade. About the first thing 
a merchant does after he has bought 
his stock and rented his store room 
is- to hunt up a sign painter -to paint 
a sign. This is one way of adyertis-, 
ing and it is in all probability the 
oldest known method. Another way to 
advertise, and it is a very good one 
too -.although it is expensive, is to have 
neat and attractive folders, booklets 
or circulars printed. The results ob- 
tained in this manner of advertising 
are not, however, as satisfactory to 
the merchant as newspaper advertis- 
ing, and at the same time it is much 
more expensive.

The 
folder is more often cast into the 
waste basket with hardly a glance at 
the cover, while the newspaper is read 
by tne whole family and in many cases 
is preserved for future reference. The 
mercnant who has an attractive, well 
written "ad" in the newspaper 
has 


many times more chances of having it 
read than he does if he issues a fold- 
er or booklet. 


A score of the most prominent busi- 


ness men in the United States attrib- 
ute their success to advertising in the 
daily newspapers. The merchant who 
uses the newspapers has a decided ad- 
vantage over the one who uses the 
folder or booklet. 
He can go after 


his new customers day after day, 
while the merchant using the folder 
can not, on account of the expense of 
getting out neat and attractive fold- 
ers. 


The results of persistent advertising 


In newspapers more than exceed the 
outlay in cost. A single 
"ad" may 


bring a customer, possibly two. But 
the business man who has plenty of 
grit and advertises day after day has 
a continual call from many new cus- 
tomers. 


It's the man who keeps everlastingly 


at it that is bound in the end to suc- 
ceed. 


When to advertise. There is no time 


at which a merchant should not adver- 
tise, at least use a small space in the 
newspaper. 


Hew many merchants close up their 


places of business during the dull sea- 
sons of the year? Not one. If they did 


they would find it very hard indeed to 
hold their trade. If the merchant who 
complains of a dull season would take 
a good dose of advertising in the daily 
newspapers he would have no dull 
season. Now is just as good a time to 
advertise as it is tomorrow. Yes, it is 
much better for tomorrow may never 
come. The merchant who puts off till 
tomorrow and says, "I'll think about 
it" had better think about it now and 
do some pretty hard thinking too, *or 
his competitor may he thinking and 
may get ahead of him.

& O. at Baltimore. It is not a lengthy 
statement, but it is terse and to the 
point and will demand of the officials 


the company that the interest of 


Zanesville shippers be protected. All 
of the men whose signatures 
have 


been received are extensive patrons of 
the road and are entitled to considera- 
tion. 


Thousands of dollars worth of trade 


is being directed 
from 
Zanesville 


wholesale houses to Columbus and oth- 
•jr points. Goods that require immedi- 
ate shipment are detained in this city 
ind there is also difficulty in getting 
freight delivered to the merchants. 


The petition does not ask of the of 


Icials that the wages of the strikers 
be advanced, but it does ask for bet- 
ter service and especially in the han- 
dling of perishable freight. 


The matter has also been brought to 


the attention of the Citizens' league. 
The league will take up the protest 
unless there is improvement of the 
service within a few days.

FINDING OF YOUNG BOLGER 


ftlch Father Tells How He Traced 


Ilia Lost Soil. 


Walter F. Bolger, tbe young man of 


Yonkers, N. Y., who has been sought 
for in vain for several inoutbb in all 
parts of the world, was found by his 
father as an enlisted sailor on the Unit- 
ed States training ship Franklin, now 
at Hampton Goads, says a Washington 
dispatch to the Xew York Journal. 


Mr. Bolger. Uio boy's father, said. 


"My sou disappeared from home al 
most seven monlbs ago. I first went 
to The Journal office, 
where theij 


sympathies weu;. excited at oaco, aud 
everything appropriate was placid ai 
my disposal. I nest applied to the po 
lice departments of cities throughout 
the world and was given help by them 
but despite all the police could do they 
did not bring back my boy. 
" 


"A little more than two weeks ago 


while sitting in my home at Yonkers 
and studying what I should do next in 
the matter to achieve success the 
thought occurred to me to search the 
records of the navy department if per 
mission to do so could bo obtained 
Assistant Secretary Darling of the 
navy department placed the flies, 
which contained 20,000 jackets, eacli 
containing tbe record of a man or boy. 
in the navy at my disposal. I began 
the search and on the third day dis- 
covered a signature on an enlistment 
paper which made my heart jump. 


"I was so convinced that I bad seen 


the name of my boy that I reported 
the matter to Mr. Darling and obtained 
from him the information that the 
young man sought was on the training 
ship Franklin, lying in Hampton Roads. 
Arriving at the Franklin and present- 
ing my credentials, the officer in com- 
mand had the boys drawn up in two 
lines, separated far enough so that 1 
could go up one line and down the oth- 
er so that I could see for myself if my 
boy was there, but be was not. 


"Suddenly it occurred to the com- 


manding officer of the Franklin that 
several of the young men were absent 
on a cutter up tbe river, and he sug- 
gested that I wait until they returned, 
as Walter might be among them. Sure 
enough he was. As soon as leave of 
absence could be obtained for Walter 
vre went to Norfolk, Va.. where we 
communicated with Walter's mother 
over the long distance telephone." 


When asked to tell something about 


his experiences since his departure 
from home, Walter declined unless bis 
father advised him to do so, and this 
Mr. Bolger declined to suggest. 
"I 


have not nor do I intend to ask him a 
single question on that subject," said 
Mr. Bolger. "When he gets home, I 
lave an idea he will say something to 
his mother about what he has been do- 
ing since be left us, and this will prob- 
ably lead up to his relating the whole 
story."

In Bach Year When Furni- 


ture ¥«•• and Cbao* Reign Sa 
prene—AB Odd System. Built tip on 
the Caution of tke Landlord*. 
In Scotland May 28 is annually given 


over to a perfect carnival of "flitting." 


In England houses of the higher 


rents are taken by the year at any 
quarter day and the lower rented ones 
by the month cr even by the week. 
The flitting'is thus spread over the 
year," and no confusion arises. The 
Scottish system is to let houses by the 
year from May 28. Even the smallest, 
consisting of only one room, are so let 
On the great day in any large town the 
faiglits afforded raugu from the laugh- 
able to the pathetic. 


As soon as it is daylight the vans 


previously "trysted" begin their work; 
the goods are loaded up with more 
haste than care and to the accompani- 
ment of the good housewife's lamenta- 
tions as some cherished household god 
is roughly flung into the van. 


Arrived at the destination, further 


troubles are in store. Perhaps the new 
house is not yet vacated, and, as the 
van is required for other removals, the 
goods are dumped down in the street, 
and there the poor family is left 
stranded for the time. Occasionally 
some streets—In Glasgow, for instance 
—present an appearance of wholesale 
evictions. 


So numerous are the demands that 


Vans cannot always be obtained, and 
every kind of vehicle, including horse- 
less carriages, popularly known as 
"hurleys," are pressed into the service, 
supplemented by father, mother and 
the children, each carrying pictures, 
mirrors or> other cherished articles too 
precious to trust to the tender mercies 
of some ramshackle conveyance. 


These processions are moving along 


all day. 
The representative of law 


and order, upon this day at least, is 
very lenient, his gruff "Move on!" is 
less in evidence, and bis ready note- 
book gets a rest There are no "cases" 
of obstruction reported, although often 
loaded vans have to remain in a street 
all night 


It may be that the "polisman" grasps 


the humors of the situation, or perhaps 
a fellow feeling influences him. No 
doubt his own flitting is in progress, 
and he retires off duty to some strange 
abode, there to ass'st In carrying in 
his .goods, to sup off a crust of bread 
and cheese and sleep on the floor, as 
others have to do. 


A stranger naturally inquires the 


cause of this one day given over to 
chaos. It is te be found in the cau- 
tion of the Scottish landlord. It is dif- 
ficult to obtain,a house at any other 
time"than the lawful removal day, and 
the canny house owner has prudently 
secured his rent a fortnight previously. 
May 15. 


"Moonlight" Sittings are thus prac- 


tically ^unknown, and there is little 
loss of cent from tnat_oause._The_rente 
being payable half yearly only," the 
cost of collection is reduced, as is the 
risk of loss, to a minimum. The sys- 
tem entails great hardship to working- 
men compelled to change the scene of 
their labors. They frequently cannot 
obtain a house until term day and have 
consequently to take lodgings and sup- 
port their family in another town. 


If fortunate enough to obtain a house, 


the landlord steps in and requires his 
full year's rent to be paid or deposited 
in bank before he allows the goods to 
be removed. The unfortunate head of 
a household is also responsible for the 
full year's rates of his "new" house, 
although he may have paid in full at 
his vacated house. 


The only advantage to the tenant is 


security of tenure for twelve months 
and the certainty of being accommo- 
dated at the expiry, in the "general 
scramble. Of course it happens some- 
times, through new houses being erect- 
ed, that some one is able to start the 
ball, rolling a day or two before term, 
to the comfort of all involved in the 
particular circuit; but, generally speak- 
ing, May term day in Scotland is not 
an institution to be admired and copied. 


Strange to say. Sandy not only tikes 


this day philosophically, but is much 
mere addicted to "flitting" than people 
south of the Tweed, some families mov- 
ing regularly every year without any 
apparent necessity. One would scarce- 
ly expect the worry and discomfort of 
the day and succeeding temporary 
chaos to be voluntarily undertaken, but 
the fact is-so.

Organized Here in 1894 With 34 Char- 


ter Members—Growth Has Been 


Steady—Debt Reduced. 


On the 21st day of October, 1891, 


the first church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ in the city of Newark 
was organized by Rev. Thomas 
J. 


Sanders, President of Otterbeln uni- 
versity*. Tiere were thirty-four char- 
ter members^ Soon Rev. N. E. Cor- 
netlet, who was then taking a course 
in Otterbein, was secured to preach 
each Sunday. The first place of meet- 
ing was in the hall on the north-wes>t 
corner of East-Main and Buena Vista 
streets. In Oct6ber, 1895. Rev. O. C. 
Wright was sent to build a church, 
but with small membership the task 
was a heavy one. A lot was purchased 
on East Mam street for $1,100, and by 
May, 1898, a neat, commodious church, 
costing about $4,000, had been built 
and dedicated. After working hero- 
ically for four years Mr. Wright was 
sent to Columbus and for one year 


Rev. 
J P. Stewart served the peop?e. 


In October 1900, the present pastor, 
Rev. 
J. B. Bovey, came from Bellville, 


and took charge, finding a debt of 
over ?900, which in two years 
has 


been reduced to $350. In seven years 
over eleven thousand dollars have 
been raised. 


This while one of Newark's young- 


est churches is nevertheless one of 
the most active. The pastor is an en- 
ergetic, able worker and he has loyal 
support from a constantly growing 
congregation.
